WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—- [Exclusive 
Dispatch. ] The enactment of Elkins's 
bill, prohibiting the giving or solicit- 
ing of rebates. will put millions of dol- 
lars into the cofters pt railroad mag- 
nates every year. Instead of being a 
railroad baiting measure, as many peo- 
ple seem to believe, the, bill that bears 
the name of the astute West Virginia 
Senator will prove a great boon to 
the transportation companies of the 
country. 

A government official, who is in a 
position to speak with knowledge and 


authority on this subject, said today: 


“The Elkins bin will be gladly wel- 


comed by the railroads, as would any 


measure yhat makes it illegal for them 
to give tes. At the same time, this 
bill will prove a good thing for the 
public, as well as for the railroads, be- 
cause it is for the interest of every- 
body that the same rate should be 

to all shippers. Rebates, as 
a general. - proposition, injure the 
smaller shippers, and benefit the larger 
shippers. My own impression, how- 
ever, is that at the present time the 
payment of rebates is growing less and 
less every year. 

“There is some quesiion about the 
right of the courts to grant such in- 
junctions, and one of the most bene- 
ficial features of the Elkins bill is that 
provision which confers on courts jur- 
isdiction to enforce the provisions of 
the act to regulate commerce by in- 
junction. But these injunctions have 
been, in effect, and I am inclined to 
think that, at the present time, the pay- 
ment ot rebates has very largely 
ceased. I do not believe. that the et-

“This bill will prove a boon to the 
railroads, for it will give to them a 
legal excuse for refusing to grant re- 
bates, which is something that they 
have always been opposed to doing. The 
great roads will now be able to 
enforce their published tariffs right up 
to the limit, and wil! save millions of 
dollars every year as a, result. 

“If Congress had really been anxious 
to give the government power to hold 
the railroads in check, it would have 
passed a law to prevent the tmpost- 
tion of unjust rates. The Elkins bill 
will prevent, if it can be enforced, de- 
parture from rates as published, but 
there is no way yet by which rates 
which are published can be corrected, 
if they are wrong.

nishment under the recent warden. 
use of the strait-jacket was pro- 
nounced to be a severe yunishment, one 
much dreaded by ali prisoners, The 
only other mode of punishment used 
was confinement in a dungeon on a 
diet of bread and water, and by confine- 
meat in the incorrigibie ceil. 


Heures. and that, as the result of such 
confinement, some of the prisoners were 
permanentiy injured.

claims are reasonable and fair. I have 
Known, a case where , $25 was spent in 
the unsuccessful effort to separate 
two or three equare rods of soil from 
Johnson grass. The new nostrum is 
sprayed upon Bermuda grass, for ex- 
ampie, killing it root and foliage. In 
larger suctulenis, the remedy is placed 
ut the crown of each plant, and fol- 
lows the roots or stolens to the end. 
it is soon to be tried in the southern 
part. of the city, and if jt is a suc- 
cess, more will ve heard of the trial 
in the future. The question of nox- 
fous weeds was never more alive than 
it is today, but California has poor 
jaws for reaching the maintainers of 
these pests. In Texas it is made a 
pena! offense to plant the seed or 
reotings of Johnson grass, and the 
laws of this State wili have to follow 
in similar lines before immunity can 
be secured for 
While awaiting more stringent laws, I 
hope some practical means of ridding 
“the land” of noxious weeds may be 
Giecovered.

Butter and Fruit. 

The following interesting item is sent 
to this department from a correspond- 
ent familiar with the workings of the 


famous Leffingwell ranch, near wee 


ther: 

“The fact that cow manure furnish- 
es the best fertilizer for the citrus or- 
chard has been shown by scientific 
tests so many times that the orchard- 
ists of this section are beginning to 
think the dairy business a specially de- 
sirable business to conduct in connec- 
tion with a citrus ranch. One of the 
largest citrus ranches in this section is 
the Lemonita ranchof C. W. Leffing- 
well, Jr., of thie city. This ranch, 
which is one of the show places of 
the section, contains over 300 acres 
of lemon trees and many departments. 


is the dairy department, which con- 
tains one of the finest herds of thor- 
oughbred Jersey cows in the entire 
State. Mr. Leffingwell has kept com- 
plete records of this department, mak- 
ing the regula: Babcock tests. Some 
of these tests are quite remarkable in 
the opinion of dairy men, as that 
of Vela Hastings, one of the pedi- 
greed animals, which has given over 
3% tons of milk and over 475 pounds of 
butter during the past year. Wink- 
sette’s Princess, another valuable ani- 
mal in the same herd, has made 194 
pounds of butter in 100 days, and 67 
pounds in one month, There are nearly 
a score of animale in the herd. all of 
them valuaole, and some having won 
many blue ribbons. Mr. Leffingwell 
has kept these records vary carefully, 
believing and wishing to prove that 
the Jersey cow, intelligently handled, 
is the best and most profitable machin:

sianding with the people as to the 
“Tt ie 
more than likely that It will take more 
than one session of the Legisiature to 
make the bill sufficientiy understood 
to pass upon it, one way or the 
other,’ continues the letter, closing 
with the hope that the agricultura! 
department of The Times alm co- 
operate with the people who are en- 
des voring to bring about this jegis- 
‘lation to secure what is for the best, 
whether this bili or something else.” 

I have not attempted to discuss the 
merits of the bill. That has been done 
most thoroughly in the editorial col- 
umns of The Times. In stating sur- 
prise that the measure should hare 
been presented at Sacramento without 
the sanction of the leading irrigators, 
I did not refer to the Judge, or to the 
members of the Water and Forestry 
Association, but to the farmers, who 
should have time to study and digest 
the radical measure before allowing 
the subject the mischance of enact- 
ment. I speak from the standpoint of 


one whose duties have thrown him 
into intimate association with almost 


the entire agricultural population of 
Southern California for the last fif- 
teen years, and who has faith in their 
knowledge of their own affairs. Though 
the people are inert, the consensus 
of their opinion is worth more to the 
State in matters of this kind than 
that of all the attorneys and water 
associations in the country, and this 
with the acknowledgment of Judge 
Works's preéminence in ali that re- 
lates. to irrigation enactments and 
water rights. I can make these. state- 
ments no stronger, than to again ex- 
press. surprise that any radica! change 
should be attempted in the irrigation 
laws without a long campaign of edu- 
cation among those who must bear the 
brunt of it. I also express gratifica- 
tion that the irrigators have called a 
halt in the proceedings at Sacramento 
until they have time to pass upon any 
change that is to be made. The peo- .
